Claim 22. (Amended) A pharmaceutical composition useful for 
treating an immunosuppresive disease comprising (A) a 
pharmaceutically effective amount of [an inhibitor selected from 
the group consisting of] a cAMP antagonist [, a hammerhead 
ribozyme, a sequence specific antisense oligonucleotide and an 
anchoring disruption peptide] , wherein said [inhibitor] cAMP 
antagonist selectively or specifically abolishes the function of 
cAMP dependent protein Icinase (PKA) type la isozyme (RIa2C2) ; and 
(B) a pharmaceutically acceptable adjuvant or filler.
